I am writing this letter on behalf of the Oe het ea ont 
of the American Jewish Congress. It has come to our attention, through 
an article publishéd in the Washington Post on November 26, 1973 written 
by Paul W. Valentine (a copy of which is enclosed) that the local Police 
Department ai the FBI have engaged certain undercover agents to in- 
filtrate thinstitute for Policy Studies. The facts reported in the 
article are distressing to us, and we are writing to request clarification 
and to ascertain under what standards the local Policé Department is engaged 
in work of the kind described in the enclosed article. 


T would hope that vou would agree that surreptiti A lance 
private citizens represents a severe danger to a free’ society. We are unable 
to ascertain what was felt to be the compelling need to réquire such 
surveillance in the case of the IPS, but would like to receive from you. 

some idea of the considerations which go into a decision to undertake 
surveillance of the type noted. It is also disturbing to see the apparent 
lack of any intelligent guidance from the Police Department to the persons hired 
for this work. Even if surveillance is authorized on a clear and compelling 
need, sanctioned by explicit laws and regulations, civil liberties and 
rights of free speech and association may be severely undercut by informants 
who lack the sophistication and intelligence to understand what it is 

they aré observing and to evaluate it in a meaningful way. In this ” 
connection, instructions to informants to report back how many ‘Jews, ~ 
Germans and people of eastern European extraction" were at the meetings 
raises disturbing questions. . As reported in the article, the informant 

said that he "was told to look for Europeans in look and dress . . . They 
told me to look for certain clothing styles (and) physical appearances, 

like high cheek bones. High cheék bones were supposed to be German or 
Russian or something . . . Yes, accents, too. I was supposed to report 
foreign accents.'"' He said he told police that "most people at IPS were 
'Jewish'." Asked how he distinguished Jews from non-Jews; he said he 

could do it "vaguely," then added that his police mentors, “in a rather 
facetious manner, used Arthur Waskow as a comparison model.” As ‘iia

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We aré disturbed ‘that information gathered on -such-a’ basis may be all 
but useless for any serious intelligence work, has the distinct possibility 
of categorizing people incorrectly, and the information’ appears to be ) 
unrelated to any hard intelligence which may be useful to you or any other Uv 
legitimate police need. Why, for instance, was it necessary to report 
"£oreign accents" and what could be gathered from such information? The 
notion that Jews (or any other ethnic or religious group) could be 
distinguished out of a crowd of people or that it was proper to obtain 
such information needs a good deal of explanation. 


Finally, we are disturbed with the use to which this information may 
be put after it is gathered. Are persons with beards and accents forever 
typecast in some government portfolio, and on what. basis could it be gustifiably 
said that it was necessary to even keep such information in government files? 4 


While it has been some time since this article reported the practice 

of the Police Department and the FBI in the early 1970's, the civil and 
religious liberties implications are thought by us to be of serious import. 
I would hope that you would give this matter your earliest attention. 
Out organization would particularly like to know the statutory basis for 
such activities, the Police Department rulés governing thé activity, the 
standards by which undercover agents are instructed, and the use to which 
their feed-back is put by the government thereafter. : . .
